Second Pruning of Tree. 


headed from 12 to 18 inches above. It 
is, of course, 
possible 
to allow tho 
fruit-bearing wood on what was at 
first a low-headed tree to be several 
feet from the original head, but with 
proper pruning 
from 
the 
start this 
trouble can be easily overcome. 
An apple tree that is headed high 
is, in some respects, for practical pur 
poses, anything 
but high; 
for ex 
ample, the chances are 
that such 
a 
tree will have tho lower branches, at 
least, growing at almost right angles 
to the trunk, or in other words, in a 
horizontal position. When such a tree 
is bearing a heavy load of fruit, these 
limbs will bend down, and are very 
likely to break unless props are used 
The use of props in an orchard is at 
best a sign of very poor orchard man 
agement in the 
past 
and should be 
avoided. 
It is possible to train the 
high-headed tree so that ihe branches 
will have more of an upward growth, 
but it is a recognized fact that work 
done several feet from the ground is 
never as satisfactory as 
when 
done 
from a short ladder, or while stand­ 
ing on the ground. 
In a low-headed, well-trained 
and 
pruned tree we have ail the essentials 
for a profitable one, other thing43 be­ 
ing right. 
We 
have 
a tree that 
ir 
easily managed to regard to pruning, 
spraying, thinning and packing. Good 
labor for doing these things is always 
at a premium, and it goes without 
saying that the amount of time it 
takes for such an orchard is less than 
for a high-headed one. 
In the second 
place it is a well-known fact that low- 
headed trees are far less subject to 
sun scald than high-headed ones. 


Q.—What two mighty beings does 
the Bible name as disputing over the 
body of a great man, and why was this 
dispute, or rather why should they dis­ 
pute over his body?

Moses was 
a type of Christ (Acts 3:22). and the 
contention over his body would well 
I represent the conflict taking place over 
j the body of Christ, the Church, during 
the Christian Era. 
We may also un­ 
derstand that Satan greatly desired to 
have the body of Moses so that his 
mummy might become a temptation to 
idolatry on the part of the children of 
Israel, just as we see today some 
Christians are disposed to reverence 
and worship the bones and relics of 
those who have been catalogued as 
“saints”.

Four sonnets re­ 
cently published aroused widespread comment and brought count­ 
less inquiries as to the author. 
Dr. Waters is one of that race that 
from earliest ages aas sung the Sorrow Song, and judging from w’oik 
already accomplished he bids fair to give to his people even more 
beautiful and inspiring word music than did Paul Dunbar, the ne­ 
groes’ laureate.] 


Forth came we to this glorious land from o’er the surging sea, 
Against our wishes and our wills, as captive sons came we, 
Like cattle crowded into stalls and barred tyy heartless hands, 
About us roared the angry waves, and round our wrists were bands.

A Spirit lone who caught the saund of such a crying wrong, 
Up to the heavens bearing It, the clouds blushed into shame.

New York, Oct. 28.—Judge McCall, 
I fain many Boss Murphy 
and 
Allan 


Ryan, who have thrown buckets of 
mud into the 
mayoralty 
campaign, 
Continued their attacks on Sulzer and 
Hennessey yesterday. 
McCall and Murphy united in de­ 
claring John Hennessey more kinds 
of a. liar than could be found in the 
dictionary. 
Hennessy is a red-head­ 
ed, high-tempered Irish friend of for­ 
mer Governor Sulzer, who uncovered 
shocking 
graft 
while 
investigating 
various departments of the state gov­ 
ernment for Sulzer. 
He has a most 
tantalizing “waspy’' way 
of 
saying 
things by way of insinuation and di­ 
rect charge. 
He 
charged 
McCall, 
among many other things, with buy­ 
ing his judgeship from Murphy. 
McCall denied this, later Murphy 
corroborated him, and both denounced 
Hennessy. Then McCall with his pen 
denied everything of which Honnpssv 
had aeused him. and in stump speech 
oratory and knock-down-and-drag-out 
phrases called Hennessy a liar and 
slanderer and his speeches “gross and 
outrageous slander/’ 
He admitted making a contribution 
to

campaign when he ran for 
judge, but said he had forgotten the 
amount. 
Hennessy had insinuated it 
was $35,000 and that this was not a 
contribution, but a purchase price. 
Allan R$an denied William Sulzer’s 
version of Ryan’s gift of $10,000 to 
the Sulzer campaign fund.

den of Ids denial was an assertion 
that he intended to call Sulzer “a liar 
to his face” and a reaffirmation of 
his testimony before the impeach­ 
ment court that Sulzer had solicited 
the contribution.
